In a statement issued by the 
C r o y d o n businessmen, they 
asked; “ Can’t the b o a r d of 
commissioners see that we need 
more protection? 
If not, then

The group pointed out there 
are approximately six patrol­ 
men on duty each

The board may keep the fire 
tax at one mill, but instead of 
giving the fire companies only 
$40,000. it may give them the 
entire mill. This would mean an 
increase of about $15,000 or $3,-
